Mr. Sinclair drew the attention of 
the mayor to the schedule prepared 
by the committee, in which it is 
shown that the cost of living in Ed- 
monton for a family of five persons 
for one year, exclusive of anything for 
amusements, is $1586.53, This amount 
Was. then compared with the wages 
drawn by the street railway employees 
in Edmonton, and the comparison 
shows that the maximum salaries paid 
by the department drops $424 ghort of 
this amount, and the minimum salaries 
are short to the extent of $694.27. It 
was urged on the commission board 
that these figures are substantially 
correct, and indicate that it is very 
difficult for the men to live as. they 
ought to on such wages. It was also 
pointed out by Mr. Sinclair that the 
discouragement of the men would not 
tend toward the efliciency of the de- 
partment, but on the other hand, if 
the inerease is granted, he said that 
all the men would work for the good 
of the systern and that the union will 
fo even further and help the manage- 
ment to yet more efficiency. He 
pleaded for the increase on the ground 
that the new men under the present 
rate receive only 271-2 cents per hour, 
which is lower than common laborers’ 
wages. This, he thought, should not 
be the case, 

One member of the committee told 
that he had been in the service for al- 
most two years, that he was net in 
the habit of drinking or spending mo- 
ney extravagantly, and yet he could 
not afford to buy himself a new over- 
coat, which he needed very much. 


System Losing Mooney. 


On behalf of the commission board, 
Mayor Short told. the committee 
that he would be quite willing ta 
grant the men their request if the 
street railway was on a paying basis, 
which it is not at the present ume. He 
also stated that the public are not 
satisfied with the present service, that 
the men are not as loyal to the city as 
they might be, and that the recent 
harvest of accidents is a sign of the 
Inefficiency of the department and 
shows a lack of co-operation between 
the management and the men. If these 
conditions are improved and the sys- 
tem is put on a paying basis, then it 
would be Umely for the men to ask for 
an increase; but until that time, said 
the mayor, it does not seem proper to 
ask for any increase. The mayor then 
stated that in some places a city with 
a population of about 12,000 inhabit- 
ants is paving; Peterborough he gave 
as an instance, When a city has reach- 
ed a population of 30,000 it is expected 
to be a paying basis, and yet, said the

Several changes are included in the 
proposed amendments to the provincial 
companies’ ordinance, wheh are incor- 
porated in a bill introduced in the Al- 
berta legislature by Provincial Secre- 
tary McLean on Friday — last, The 
registration fees in Alberta have 
hitherto been lower than those in other 
western provinces. I°or the registra- 
tion of a company whose nominal 
rapltal does not exceed $20,000, the 
amendment provides a fee of $50.00, the 
same as that charged in Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba.

Since being taken:aboard the Car- 
mania, Trintepohl has been in the 
ship's hospital, threatened with pneu- 
monia. Te told his story to Mr. Spur- 
geon before he became seriously ill, 
but owing to his exhausted state and 
breaking English, his story was inco- 
herent. Trintepohl had been employed 
at Barcelona and took third-class pas- 
sage on the Volturno to secure a posi- 
tion offered to him. 

“AlL went — well,” said Trintepohl, 
“until six o'clock Thursday morning, 
when the fire alarm sounded. We 
were aroused and told to go on deck, 
as fire had broken out in the hold. As 
we assembled, life bells were handea 
around, and much time was oceupted 
in fastening them. We were told the 
fire would soon be quenched, but the 
captain thought it wise for all to have 
belts as a precaution. 

Sailors Burned To Death. 

“During the day five sailors and one 
steward fell into the fire and were 
burned to death. 

“T knew nothing more. JT came away 
because it was too hot to stay any 
longer, and I feared the ship would 
blow up.” 

When Trintepohl was told that, ae- 
cording to the captain's wireless mes- 
sage, six beats had been launched and 
two got away, he said: 


“It is not so. I was there all. the 


time and saw everything. No boat 
fot away.”

“Nothing,” he says, “was seen of the 
two boats launched with about 20 
passengers each, after they left the 
vessel's side.

“The captain behaved splendidly, So 
did the officers, who were English. I 
am sorry to say that the crew, who 
were Germans and Belgians, behaved 
very badiy, The people rushed about 
wildly and the crew seemed to think 
they ought to have first place and in- 
stead of quieting the passengers they 
made the panie worse, 

“The first officer took charge of the 
first boat, but although he wanted the 
women and children, a majority of 
those who entered the boat were meh 
of the crew,

“Meanwhile attempts were made to 
lower the second beat. I cannot say 
who was in charge of this, but I do 
Knew that after the chief steward hud 
thrown preyistons in, he jumped in 
himself.

Tf Captain Inch’s figures are correct, 
143 persons lost their lives as a result 
of the disaster, Officials of the Uran- 
ium line sald today that their records 
showed that there were 560 passengers 
and a crew of 98 on board the Volturno, 
; The number of persons saved as sent 
by Captain Inch and those given by 
the company as a basis for computa- 
tion, it would appear that 75 passeng- 
ers and 68 of the ship's crew, a-total 
of 148, met death. ‘ 

That the steamer Rappahanock, 
which is speeding toward Halifax from 
the scene of the disaster has on -board 
19 persons. saved from the wreck was 
confirmed in a wireless despatch re- 
ceived here last night from the cap- 
tain of that vessel by>way of Cape 
Race.

Eleven Steamers Arrive. 
3remen, Oct, 18—The full test of 
tie report of Captain Grosser Kurfurst, 
of the Nord Deutcher Lloyd Line, was 
as follows: ‘We received the appeals 
for help from the Volturne on Thurs- 
day at 4 o'clock In the afternoon, while 
we were in latitude 48.50 north, longi- 
tude 35.06 west.

The total of 
those rescued from the burning ship 
was 528, and of these 86 passengers, 
two ship's officers, one engineer and 
16 sailors, making a total of 105, were 
taken on board the Grosser Kurfurst,

turno are still being sought for, but 
it {s improbable that they will be 
found. F s N 

“One hundred persors from the Vol- 
turno are missing. The Carmania and 
La Touraine are searching in the vi- 
cinity of the scene of the disaster 
where the wreck is dangerous to nayi- 
gation. 

“~The shipwrecked passengers and 
crew on board the Grosser Kurfurst 
are being cared for and have been pro- 
vided with proper accommodations. We 
are proceeding.”

Suffragettes and male adherents 
managed to {nyade Chancellor Lloyd 
George's second meeting at Bedford. 
There were frequent interruptions, 
which resulted in great disorder, Um- 
brellas and canes were brought into 
action and the supporters of votes for 
women were eventually thrown out. 
A chemical which was distributed 
about the hall, brought the meeting to 
an early end. Later, the chancellor 
was burned in effigy in the streets.

“Lord Lansdowne says: ‘Yes, houses 
are bad; houses are deficient it is true. 
It is an obligation on those who own 
the land to build and repair; yet you 
that obligation to the tax- 
payer,” This is his idea of reconciling 
private interests with publie. 

Discontent General. 
“It is significant of the tremendous 


}issues involved in what is termed the 


land problem, that one cannot turn 


| over the pages of any newspaper here 
; Without finding some reference to the 


veneral discontent with prevalling con- 
ditions. In Lancashire, the farm lab- 
orers are engaged in a struggle for 
four definite {mprovements. They de- 
mand a wage of four shillings a day, 
half a day’s hollday on Saturday; ov- 
ertime for more than 12 hours a day; 
the recognition of their union. Few 
will claim that these are extravagant 
demands. 

“But the men have to resort to des- 
perate strike measures to succeed. 
Just as {t fs in Lancashire, so it is in 
every other county—with this differ- 
ence, that in most counties agricultur- 
al workers obtain lower wages than 
do their fellow workers in the north. 
Here, then, is the task for federal far- 
mers. The state of peasant must be 
renlized; he must receive wages; he 
must not be driven to toil all hours 
of the day and half of the night, as in 
some cases, He must have an oppor- 
tunity’ for healthy recreation and be 
treated as a human being of great, po- 
tentialities, instead of being driven as 
a beast of burden of no more conse- 
quence than the patient ox he tends. 
An opportunity must be afforded him. 
We must take steps to rehabilitate him 
on the land from which he is being di- 
voreed, and Mr. Lloyd George sees 
the political opportunity and is using 
it for all it is worth” 

Criticises Lord George. 

London, Oct. 183—The Duke of Marl- 
borough contributes a long article to 
the Datly Mail on Lloyd George's ma- 
nifesto. Tt is a phantom policy, he 
says, Which was presented in the 
Bedford speech, and while the mass 
of the audience were conscious that 
a change was necessary, they wanted 
to know what section of the communi- 
ty would be forced to bear the cost.

NYYSTERY DEEPENS 


Testinony at. Opening Trial

The witness swore that on the first 
day of the trial, while in the witness's 
room, she bead Vera’ Tcheberiak in- 
structing the boy to say that when he, 
Bugene Teheberiak, and Yusjinsky 
were at play in a brick field, Beiliss 
ehased them, seized) Yushinsky and 
dragged nim away, : 

The boy refused to give such testi- 
mony, saying that he would testify lo 
the contrary and would tell the court 
what Vera had said to him, The wit- 
ness declared that six other witness 
could corroborate her statement. 

Several policemen testified to the 
finding of the body of the murdered 
boy in the caye, but showed lack of 
memory when pressed for details, or 
asked to reconcile their evidence with 
their statements made at the prelimin- 
ary examination. Inspector Pergosky, 
a young official, said that when he 
reached the cave about 100 persons 
were gathered about the entrance, At 
the preliminary examination he esti- 
mated the number at 10 to 15.) He said 
he had found a portion of a pillow case, 
which the prosecution alleges was dis- 
covered in the pocket of Yushinsky's 
jacket but could not state whether it 
was in the pocket or whether he found 
Yusjinsky’s belt in the cave, nur could 
he describe any clothing on the body.

ATTORNEYS HERE 
LOOKING INTOU.S 
LAND FRAUDS 


Two Hundred Edmontonians 
Are Said to Have Been 
Stung, 


A. J. Leonard and H. H. Schwartz, 
Jr representing the United States dis- 
trict attorney's office at Portland, Ore- 
gon, are at present in Ikdmonton, Mr. 
Schwartz, when Interviewed this morn- 
ing by the Capital, stated that he had 
come to Edmonton to investigate the 
operations of certain parties who have 
claimed to locates people on what is 
known as the Oregon and California 
railway lands. 


Mr. Schwartz slated that this fraud 
had been carried to such an extent 
that no less than 30,000 people had 


been stung by this scheme throughout 
Canada and the United States, in sums 
ranging from $25 to 3500, é 

The lands in question have been in- 
volved in a suit between the Untted 
States government and the Oregon and 
California railway, the case having 
been in the courts since 1907, The 
case was decided in the United States 
district court in Portland, Oregon, in 
August, 1913. Judge Wolverton hand- 
ed down decision declaring 2,800,000 
acres. In the same decision the court 
stated that no applicant had any 
standing in court. If this decision is 
sustained by the circuit and supreme 
courts, it means that the act of Aug- 
ust, 1912. passed by the United States 
Congress, will take effect. This act 
states that in case the government 
shall regain title to the land, and no 
part thereof shall become subject. to 
sale, entry or any other disposition 
Whatsoever, so that the land will be- 
come reserved and will require an act 
of Congress to open same to. settle- 
ment,

When the 
two veteran twirlers faced each other 
for the second time on Saturday the 
pitching stood: Plank, 7 hits for 3 
runs; Mathewson, 8 hits and no runs. 
On Saturday night the figures read: 
Plank, 9 hits for 4 runs; Mathewson, 
14 hits for 3 runs. It is a peculiar co- 
incidence that when this pair of 
twirlers were just slipping past the 
salad days of their big league career 
they were called upon to face each 
other in just. such a series of games, 
and the result was Just as close. When 
the Athletics and Giants faced each 
other in the initial game of the world’s 
battle of 1905 the batterles were 
Mathewson and Bresnahan for New 
York, and Plank and Schengest — for 
Philadelphia. Mathewson's record 
shows that he allowed four hits and 
no runs, while Plank gave three hits 
for three runs.

It was also a day of triumphs for 
Connie Mack and the American league.
